Our office and nurseries are located six miles East of Port- 
land on Fairview Avenue, between Stark Street and Columbia 
River Highway. 
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GRADES AND STANDARDS 


Grades and standards adopted by the Pacific Coast Association 
of Nurserymen are used throughout this catalog. To the 
average customer this means little or nothing, so we feel that 
a brief explanation is required. Fruit trees listed as 3-4 ft., 
4-5 ft. and 5-6 ft. are trees with at least a two-year root system 


and one year top growth from the graft or bud. Some catalogs 


list these trees as 2-year field grown stock, which is a correct 
statement, however, we feel that this is misleading as the 
customer is led to expect a large branched tree. Such trees 
are generally whips without branches and require heading 
or having the top cut off 30-36 inches above the ground level 
to make them branch and form a top. Caliper refers to the 
thickness of the stem or trunk of the tree just above the 
graft or bud at the ground level, and is the main basis for 
grading fruit trees as the height will be zut back to 30-36 
inches as mentioned. Two year trees listed «re trees that have 
been headed accordingly and have from 3 to 5 main branches 
or limbs to form the top. Such trees have a heavier stem or 
trunk and average from 4 to 6 feet in height. They require 
very little pruning other than having the branches trimmed 
back or thinned out to compensate for transplanting. One- 
year trees, being smaller, transplant more readily and are 
generally used by commercial growers. Two-year trees, how- 
ever, have the advantage of having a top formed and come 
into bearing much quicker. 


PLANTING SEASON 


Trees and plants usually become dormant about the first of 
November, and may be planted throughout the fall, winter 
and spring months. Fall and winter planting is preferred for 
the reason that the roots become established during the 
winter months and are ready to make a vigorous growth when 
warm weather begins. However, excellent results are obtained 
with early spring planting. No orders shipped after May Ist. 


SOIL-FRESH TREES 


Every tree and plant sold by us is freshly dug from the nursery 
and delivered immediately. We have no recourse to cold 
storage nursery stock. Freshly dug and delivered stock is 
an added guarantee for successful planting.

PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 


We are interested in your success with every tree or plant we send out; we exercise the greatest care to 
place every item in the hands of our customers in the best possible condition, and in order to furnish some 
precautions and provide for complete satisfaction, we give a few hints on such points as are most essential. 


TIME TO PLANT—Trees and plants usually be- 
come dormant about the Ist of November, and may 
be planted throughout the fall, winter and spring 
months. Fall and winter planting is preferred for 
the reason that the roots become established during 
the winter months, and are ready to make a vigor- 
ous growth when warm weather begins. However, 
excellent results are obtained with early spring 
planting. 


CARE OF TREES ON ARRIVAL—Unless you 
are prepared to plant them immediately upon ar- 
rival, dig a trench large enough to accommodate the 
roots; cut the bottom string, and spread the roots 
carefully, firming the soil about them. DO NOT 
PERMIT THE ROOTS TO DRY OUT OR FREEZE. 


PREPARING TREES FOR PLANTING—Don’t 
fail to cut the top back (see illustration). This is 
necessary in order to balance the top with the loss 
of roots which always takes place when a tree is dug 
from the nursery. Trim each root back about one-

Commercial and natural fertilizers are valuable 
when properly used. Do not let strong fertilizers 
come in direct contact with the bare roots. 

WATERING— Artificial watering is highly de- 
sirable. Do not sprinkle, but give the plant all the 
water it will take at one time. No more water need 
be applied for several days when this is done.
